WHO FATS THE FBBIOBTY 

Several year ago, in answer to a correspondent, 
the Republican stated that the importer jiaid the 
duty— tliat the Tariff was an occupation tax levied 
on the people of Other countriet for the privilege 
of the Amarican markets. Several of the Demo- 
cratic papers of thi- State disputed Ibis ,hut at that 
time there was no way of settling the matter except 
theoretically; but now, since the Underwood bill 
is in efl'eet, it <-an be demonstrated by OOld, hard 
facts instead of in theory. 

Take, for example, cattle — now on the free list. 
Instead of reducing the cost of living, so far as 
meats are eohcerned, they are actually hiejlicr than 
they were under a Protective Tariflf; and the cat- 
tle dealers of Canada and Argentina are reaping 
the beneflta of being able to enter the American 
markets without f)ayinK n tax for the privilege, 
while the American grazier is taxed at the same old 
rate, and, in addition, the expenses of the National 
Government -now greater than every before — that 
wore foMiierly met by the revenues derived from 
the Taritf, will have to be met by direct taxation, 
thus throwing an additional burden on our people, 
for the benefit of those in other countries 

The incapacity of the Democratic party to man- 
age the affairs of the nation was never more elearly 
demonstrated than by the passage of the AVilson- 
Simmons-Underwood bill.— Tasewell (Va.)

"Fifty thousand girls drop out of 
HiKbt every year," a famous newspaper 
announcee in huge type.

Tho 
remedy recommended is to copy after 
tke lagUah aaeoeiatioa wkleh publishes 
protective rules beginning as follows: 

1. Girls should never speak to ttrsng- 
erg, eitlier men or women, in the street, 
in shops, in stations, in trains, in lone- 
ly eoaatry roads, or ia plaeee of aaaae«

2. Girls should never ssk the way of 
any but olBcials on duty, Hucb as police 
men, railway ottcials or postmen. 

8. Oirla skonid never loiter or stand 
about alone in the Ntreet, and if aceont- 
ed by a stranger (whether man or wom- 
an) should walk at qaickly as peeeibls 
to the aeareet polieeman. 

4. Oirls sheuld never stay to help a 
womau who apparently faints at their 
feet in the street, but should immedi- 
ately rail a policeman to her aid.
